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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


Allowable Subject Matter 


Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
accepts Applicant's argument that the loops of Tippmann are interconnected by the circuit 
comprising pump 21, and are thus not "stand-alone." The Examiner further accepts that stand- 
alone loops can individually adapt to heat exchange conditions of the refrigeration circuit, 
whereas the loops of Tippmann are bound by a common circuit that will restrict them to 
operating under similar conditions.
